changed, the whole of Bucks county being 
united with Montgomery to constitute the 
district. 
Iu the meantime Montgomery had 


become Republican and that county gave the 
majority necessary to elect a Republican can- 
didate. This did materially chano-e the cir- 
cumstances of the case, for with the large 
difference in population, about 50,000, there 
is no longer the same reason why Bucks 
should have an equal time with Montgomery 
in the candidate for Congress from the dis- 
trict.

two terms, and if the rule of 1874 wai 
still in force, Bucks county for the two fo) 
lowing terms was entitled to the candidate. 


The plea that his defeat in 1890 entitled 


him to a renomination in 1894 is not tenable 
as the 1874 rule distinctly says " the allot 
ment of time to which each county shall be 
entitled to the candidate shall be two consecu 
live lerms." 
Mr. Wanger had been the can- 


didate for two consecutive terms prior to 1894 
and under the rule of 1874, if in force, wouW 
have been inelegible for nomination for an- 
other term, but yet he was unanimously re 
nominated and elected, the Republicans in 
Bucks county as warmly supporting his nom- 
ination as did those in Montgomery county. 


Where were the champions of Bucks couni 


ty's rights, and the enforcement of the rule 
of 1874, at that time ? The rule of 1874 was 
not mentioned by them and they all supported 
Mr. Wanger's nomination, thus deliberately 
sacrificing the right of Bucks county to the 
candidate if they then believed the rule of 
1874 was then in force. 


The facts are that no attempt has been 


made to enforce the rule of 1874 since 1880 
and the Republicans of Bucks have done more 
in the past to ignore or disregard the rule of 
1874 than have the Republicans of Mont- 
gomery county, and it now comes with an ill 
grace for the very men who have either openly 
violated or quietly submitted to the violation 
of the rule of 1874 to now so persistently in- 
sist upon its enforcement at this late day.

Surrounded by the 
proper soil conditions, this protozn passes 
from one stage of life into another with con- 
siderable rapidity, so that in the present 
stage of experimental knowledge it is im- 
possible to identify it. 
Further, thisprotoza 


passes through so many forms or stages of 
life, that in some of those stages it is light 
enough to float and be transported by the 
moist air of low grounds, but in this state is 
comparatively harmless, except under extra- 
ordinary conditions. Not until the surface 
water is used does any real mischief begin, 
whcit by reason of higher development it 
has become much more virulent than that 
floating in trie air, and a very short period 
of inclination is sufficient to develop a 
severe cm* of malarial fever in the new 
comer nbo uses the surface water. From 
personal observation, Dr. Bachman declares 
that the exclusive uae of pure, deep-seated 
water allordu entire immunity against ma- 
laria in sections of country where no white 
mail would dare to live using the surface 
water.

Ho not 
only studies the models, but their outlines. 
He studies the circle, square, triangle, 
oblong, etc., .ind ia taught to arrange them 
in the form of borders and rosettes. Is he 
not trained in neatness, when he is taught 
to keep his papers clean and to cut them 
straight and eyen and arrange them in the 
middle of the paper, on which he has to 
paste them ? 
You would think ho needed 


this training should you see iome of the 
work. 


He is taught to be economical with hia 


paper and to cut the most shapes possible 
^nuTdfiTof tGe papcr'and leave Iarge~"s'patcl6§ 
between the nhapes. 
While others cut care- 


fully and closely and do not waste their 
materials. He who learns economy in trifles 
will understand how to use it in greater 
things. He is taught attention and accuracy 
ia his paper folding. 
If he does not listen 


closely and work accurately in each little 
point, his folding is a failure. I have spoken 
more in reference to primary work above, 
but in higher grades he is taught to use his 
judgment and reason, He uses them in all 
grades, but to a greater extent in higher 
grade work. Here he not only observes and 
draws the models, but ho makes construction 
drawings from which the models could be 
made, and in fact makes their patterns, then 
makes the models in paper, a thing used 
in almost all mechanical trades. Ia it not 
going to benefit the girls if they can cut 
some of their own patterns, because they 
have observation enough to see and ability 
to make what they see ? And I wonder if it 
will not, ia tbe not very distant future, 
benefit a great part of the human family, if 
these same girls are neat and tidy in their 
homes, know how to arrange a table or a 
room with neatness and taste and to keep 
the pictures straight on the wall. Not only 
this but their knowledge of drawing gives 
them a very valuable means of expression. 


Drawing has been truly said to be 


universal language. It is one that people 
of all nations, ages and degrees of intellig- 
ence understand. In its crudest form did 
not the Indian use it to transfer his thoughts 
to others ? And in early times how much 
picture writing was used. Indeed, I believe 
the day is not far distant when its value will 
bo fully realized and it will be demanded 
and considered just as important as reading, 
writing and arithmetic. Look around on 
our schools to-day. You will find the fore 
most of them have realized its importance 
and do not consider their course complete 
without it. Look at the long and accurate 
training in drawing required at our colleges, 
before graduation for many professions, 
among them architecture and civil engineer- 
ing. 


In the last few years drawing has be- 


come so important as an educational factor, 
that a journal called, ''Art Education," and 
devoted exclusively to it,has been published. 
Just here I should like to add a few words 
of Prof. Augsborg, Keystone State Normal 
School, Pa. He says : "Drawing is a most 
important element in general and special 
education. 
But people who have not taken 


drawing, do not, in their own experience 
know what they have lost. They do not 
see why their children cannot do T*ithout it 
as well as they have. By the same argu- 
ment, the successful business man, who has 
had no schooling in his early days, calls all 
scholastic study, humbug, fit only for idlers. 
But a great and rapid change of public 
opinion is taking place with reference to 
drawing as a branch of general education. 
The fancy finds abundant room for play in 
inquiring what will be the condition of our 
schools, of oil grades, a few years hence in 
this regard. Not many years ago the poor 
boy who made a picture of a school-master 
on his slate, had his ears boxed for 'draw- 
ing in school hours.' A few years hence a 
boy or girl who cannot draw as well as he 
or she can read will probably not be allowed 
to graduate from high school or academy." 


How shall drawing be taught to the general 


student ? If this question is to be answered 
in one sentence, the reply would be that it

Kings and heroes 
were to be honored, and, insisted tho 
toaohor, "when you give a hero a name, 
forgot not to atld that of his father," and 
that ia n process of nomenclature which 
has only changed within the lust 1,000 
years and Is not yet universal. Then some 
old superstitions wore added, and the con- 
clusion wae, "Should you beaskecl whence 
came these lessons of song you shall an- 
swer, 'From tho old poet of Chios, and 
he was told thorn by his father, and thut 
father spoke through tho inspiration of 
divinity.'" In many 
particulars the 


chnngn in instruction Is not so manifest 
today.

nd so many a human life has been 
saved. I don't monkey with wounded 
itterns or cranes—well, scarcely."—

CONVICTS IN THE KING'S COUNTY 


PENITENTIARY WANT TO SING. 


All the Inmate* Want to Be Selected—The 


Commissioner In k Predicament—Who 


1 Borne of the Would Be Ohorl(tere Are. 


Many Hare Fine Voices. 


Charity Commissioner Bartls of Brook- 


lyn IH In a quandary. A few days ago tho 
commissioner made up his mind to elevate 
the moral tone of the Kings County peni- 
tentiary by organizing a choir among the 
inirmtee of tho Institution at Crow Hill. 
Heretofore tho choirs of four houses of 
worxhlp In the immediate vicinity have 
taken turns In providing Sunday music 
for the desperadoes and convicts from the 
wild and woolly west, who occupy moot of 
the coll room at Crow Hill, but the good 
effect of their sacred music has not been as 
notlo-iable as Commissioner Burtls thinks 
It should have been. He attended a recent 
Sunday service at the prison and was more 
Impiassed by the lack of Interest shown by 
the men than ho was by tho music or tho 
nervine Itself. 


Riinently Commissioner 
Burtls hap- 


ponml to hoar Warden Hayes speak of the 
ability of some of tho men to sing. Imme- 
diately the Idea of organizing a oboir made 
up of convicts came to him and he acted 
upon It. All convicts who can sing or 
think they can sing have been invited to 
stop forward and have their voices tried. 
For a week now tho tests have been going 
on, ii nd so many good voices have been 
fouinl that Commissioner Burtle is In a 
prodlaament. Tho choir must be a small 
one, nnd the commissioner doesn't know 
which men to select. All bands want to 
join »nd competition runs high among the 
oonvlots. It Is how to select his choir 
without showing favoritism that bothers 
the commissioner, and so far he has not 
thought up a solution of the difficulty. 


Tho personal peculiarities of some of the 


asplrnntt are Interesting. Parson W. C. 
I/ewiH, for Instance, Is almost sure to be 
ohosi n, for he has a tenor voice of much 
sweet DOSS, and besides he says he was at 
one t Imo a genuine minister of the gospel. 
The ]'arson, however, fell by the waysido, 
and Ills term still has 28 years to run. In 
» rerklefw moment, two yours ago, ho Im- 
personated a United States officer and did 
thin(-8 he should not have done. While 
genuine officers were chasing him through 
the wilds of the Tennessee mountains, 
whore "stills" and "blind tigers" flourish, 
he committed just 14 other Indiscretions 
against the laws of Uncle Sam, and the 
]udgu who sentenced him thought two 
yearn for each offense was a very mild doae 
for a man of tho parson's character. 


Mr. John "Kid" Wilson, late of Ar- 


kansas, Is another leading warbler, »nd 
blf chances are said to be very fair. Mr. 
711800 came to Crow Hill In 1893, because 
he had to, and he has concluded to stey for 
84 yuam more. 
Mr. Wilson's particular 


offense was to hold up a railroad train on 
the alkali plains with his side partner, 
Alfred Cbaney. Chancy didn't like Crow 
Hill and U now In the Insane asylum at 
WuhlnctoD. Wilson's voice Is baritone, 
and he says he can secure testimonials of 
its rlohneii and power from sundry stage 
driven In Arkansas, who have heard It at 
Its best. 


Henry Jones Is another promising can- 


didate. Henry claims to know ail the 
hymns in the Moody and Sankey books 
and will probably be signed for the choir. 
Henry went to the Nassau islands with 
two friends years ago, and one day quar- 
reled with five overseers. When the con- 
troversy was over, four of the overseen 
were dead, and the fifth was In tho sea, 
swimming away from a shark. The shark 
finally caught him. Henry and his friends 
were brought home and tried for murder. 
They were sentenced to be hanged, but 
President Harrison commuted their sen- 
tence to life Imprisonment and sent them 
to Crow Hill. There one of them died, 
anot her wontiorazy and Is In an asylum, 
•o that Henry Is the only one left to apply 
for admission to tho choir. 


Another aspirant is Emerson Allen, an 


Indian, a Texan and a bad man. 
There 


are 19 nloks In Mr. Allen's gun, and each 
one ispresents a dead man. 
Mr. Allen Is 


In for life. Then there are James T. 
Owen, from Arkansas, and his pal, Rufus 
Barber of Texas. Both had a triok of 
shooting men for fun, and both are In for 
ten years. Barber has a tine tenor voice, 
and his pal's la a baritone. 
There are 


dozens of others on the list, Including 
Frank Collins, who killed three white men 
and an Indian and was sentenced to be 
banned, but afterward got off with a life 
sentonoe; Marshall Tucker, another man 
whom President Harrison saved from the 
gallows; Dynamite Jack, the mail robber, 
and other celebrities, who will make trou- 
ble If they are not selected. 


Commissioner Burtls doesn't want more 


than ton in tho choir, and as there are 
nearly 100 applicants he finds himself In 
an embarrassing position.—New 
York

HIS OWU STENOGRAPHER. 


Pre«ldent CleTelMid Writes Ont All His Of- 


ficial Document*. 


"President Cleveland bos not yet learned 


the art of dictating his thoughts to a ste- 
nographer or typewriter," said a member of 
the cabinet after a lengthy evening visit 
at the White House, "for when I left him 
a few minutes ago he was laboriously put- 
ting his ideas on paper with a stub pen. 


"When I asked him why he did not let 


a shorthand reporter save him all such of- 
fice routine work, the reply was that he 
was not accustomed to dictating his opin- 
ions, and ho did not suppose ho would ever 
acquire this knack of Imparting 
his 


thoughts to others. 
"As a matter of fact, the president 


writes all his messages to congress, and 
when ho has any communications to make 
to members of his official household these 
are also penned by himself. Ho does not 
appear willing to trust anybody else with 
such matters, and oftentimes he IB in bis 
offloe at the White House until nearly 
dawn writing with his own baud some- 
thing that could just as easily and readily 
bo done by a stenographer. 


'But to all appeals to discontinue this 


practice the president turns deaf ears and 
goes on in the same manner that has 
marked his career ever since he became 
governor of New York. It is nob particu- 
larly booause of a secretive or suspicious 
disposition that the president acts in this 
manner, but simply because he is not used 
to any other method In hie business affairs. 
Oftentimes when a letter comes to the 
member of the cabinet for whom It is In- 
tended there are signs Indicative of altera- 
tions, interlineations and erasures without 
number."—Chicago Tribune
